Dfer of Treasary to Pay Ont the
Whole Interest of Public Debt

Up (o July 1 Will Help
Out Tempornrily.

Whnll street has suffersd another week's
pmbarrassment from the effects of money
prossure. Not thatl the stringency has in-
creased In saverity, but thut there Is na
yol no materinl alleviation, nor any sign
of Immedinte effective rellef, L In true
thot about $22.550,000 of gold has come o
the banks from abroad and the Pacltio
coast and thit the settlementd of the sub-
tronsury at the clearing housae have lbieen
more than usualld favorable to the banke,
but the shipments of currency to thé -
terlor have been l‘l1m|1l|-nj|nir|;;1_\' Jirge and
the forelgn exchangos smiggest no hope of
early Importations of specie, The balanco
of the money movemonts of the weok can-
not be clogely estimated at the hour of
writing, but It does not seem Improbable
that next wesk mll{ apon with a some-
what Improved condition of the banking
reserves, SUHI, the sitgdtion of the money
murket I8 less favorable than it has been
hoped to be at the middie of October,

'lklw comlng week, however, mny be ox-.
pocted 1o bring some rellef. The offer of
the treasury (o pay out the whole Intorest
on the publle debt up to July 1 next plnees
an lmportant resouirce  of  gold  within
reach.

During the suc-
ceeding eleven weeks bondholders will have
the option of collecting Intereat ln g«
vienes maturing up to July 1, 1800, but iy
seems doubtful whether that privilege wil
be avalled of to any large extent, On the
fntervst due during the first half of 1000
the treasury Imposes o rebate for ndavance
payment of one-fifth of 1 per cent per
month, which on the July ftem  would
amount Lo L0 per cent of the Interest,

It I# an open questlon how far the treas-

ury's offer may be accepted In respeot
to the Interest matuving on January 1
next, amounting to 606,626, The rebate

upon It wouldl be three-fifths of 1 per cent,
if the demand were made before Novems
ber 1, and the willingness of bondholders
to pay such w rebite would depend drin-
clnnlly upon the condition of the mone
murket, ‘11 does not seem llkely that much
of the January Interest wonld be collected
unless the market rate for money should
continue persistontly high for soma time
to come, and that does not appear very
probuhle.

It would be entlrely exceptional to ex-
perfence I n considerable proportion  of
the money sent to the Interlor did not
find Its way back to New York in the sec-
and half of November and durlng the in-
torval befare that the loan market would
be growing gradually easler from rocolpts
of eurrency, It therefore seems quite pos-
gible thil, In respect to the January in-
terest, bondholders may profer walting for
fta recelpt in due course to paying n ocon-
glderable rebate for getting it earlier; the
more #0 a8 the immedinte disbursement
of the November loterest can hardly fall
to wfford a guite appreelable relief, 1f,
however, -the money market should Te-
mitin unexpectedly stringent the  $5,600,000
of Jianuiry interest ls within reach at the
pleasure of the bondholders and lenders
muy be found willing to pay the rebate in
order to be able to use the money at high
rivtes. This f& an important stay sgalnst
further approhension.

War Doex Not Affect Flaances.

At the time of writing, war batween
Eneland and the Boer republics has become
g cortalnty through Krugers foolhardy ul-
timatum,. The notnble fact that tho event
Mhins boen attended with Hitle or no aggra-
vittlon of the finanelal situntion In London
shows that the worsat ouleome of the war-
Hke contingencies had been discounted in
adviance. In fact, the ending of the sus-
prenge seems o have brought rellef rather
than aggravation. This war contingency
hae been o clowd overhunging the situation
both In Kureope and this country for aulte
n long w«rlmll. wndd 8o far 08 we are con-
corned It may be conslderad as having heen
fulrly discounted, The way in which we
would be most affected would be by the
stoppage of gold remittunces from  the
Transvaal to London, which last year
amounted to $B200,000, 1f England does not
get these remittonces to strengthen  her
wold supply. v will make 4t almost Impos-
#ible for thisg country to draw much, If uny,
gold from Europs meanwhile, as it will be
reststed by the Bank of England and con-
tinental bunks: consequently, we are lable
to gol In payment for any commercial trade
bolonee die us @ return of securlties in-
stead,

The population of the  Dutch  republic

Should France, Germany and Hussin be-
comp nvolved by any possibility, the effect
will be not to put down Amerlean necurl-
tied, but to moke them so sought for by
foriten Investors n# to advance them In-
stend, for the reason that this country is
s far removed from the contest and less
Hkely to be involved thun any other, there-
by making Investments in this country
gnfor than any other while the war lusts.

IMPPROVIANG THE LANGUAGE,

Value of “Americanisms™ Acknows-
ledged by nn English Writer,

Mr, Willlam Archer writes In the Pall
Mall Magazine:

“Passing now from questions of pronoun-
cintion and grammar to questions of vocab-
ulary, I can only express my sense of the
deep indebtedness of the English language,
hoth literary and colloquial, to America, for
the old words she has kept alive and the
now words and phrases she hag invented,
It 15 o sheer pedantry—nay, a migconcep-
tion of the laws which govern language as
a living organism—to despise pithy and apt
eollogquinllsms, and even slang. In order to
remain healthy and vigorous, a literary
language must be rcoted in the soll of a
coplous vernacular, from which It can ex-
tract and assimilate, by a chemlistry pe-
culiar to itself, whatever nourishment it
required. It must keep In touch with life
in the hroadeat acceptation of the word;
and life at certain levels, obeying a psy-
chologleal law that must simply be ac-
cepted as one of the conditions of the proh-
lem, will always express [tsell In dialect,
provinciallam, &lang.

“America doubles and trobles the number
of points at which the English language
comed in touch with nature and Ufe, and Is
therefore a great gource of streugth and
vitallty. The ltlerary language, to be sure,
rejects a great deal more than It absorhs;
and even In the vernaculnr words and ex-
presslons are always dying out and belng
replaced by others which are  somehow
botter adapted to the changing conditions.
But though an expression has not, In the
Tong run, proved itself fitted to survive It
does not follow that it has not done good
service In its time. Certaln It Is that the
common speech of the Anglo-Saxon race
thronghout the world 13 exceedingly eup-
ple, well-nourished and rich In  forcible
and graphic idioms; and a greater part of
this wealth it owes 10 America. L¢t the
purists who sneer at ‘Americanisms’ think
for one moement how much poorer the Eng-
lish language would he today If North
Amerieca had become o French or Spanlsh
instead of an English continent.*

Literature has furnished a long siring of
names to the list of eminent bachelors.
Possibly the best known unmarried man of
lettera to day I8 Henry James, the novelist,
He malntalns etoutly that the artiet, no
matter what the medium of his expression,

petty cares and carpings of domestic life
tond to wear on delieately adjusted nerves
and exhaust the mental fber or genlug
whether its possesgor be a painter of ple-
tures, a worker In words, o modeller of stat-
ues, a4 composer of musie, a singer orf one
who amuses the people from the atnge.

John Greenleaf Whittier was a bachelor,
though mnot from the same cause as the
brilliant fietion writer mentioned, Whittier
was o greal admirer of the married stute,
we arpe told, and in his boyhood had a blue-
eyed, red-cheeked New Ebngland girl for
his sweetheart. ‘Together they went to
school as children, and when they grew to
youth's estate he told her the story most
girls llke 10 hear. She heard It gladly, too,
but he was poor and a poet, and love must
walt for recognition. She promilsged, but
waltlng Is wearisome; ‘before Tvecognltion
came to the gentle young versemaker she
forgot him as a lover, and was married Lo
some one else.

Edward TFitzgerald, the rranslator of
Omar Khayyam's quatralne, wius a bachelor,
and there was a romance in hig life, much
like the one which saddened Whittier's, but
there was little else which they had in com-
mon: The celibney of Charles Lamb was
full of pathes, for he remained single all his
1ife that he miight care for his aister, Ven-
erable John Burroughis, naturallet as well as
writer, and one of the most charming of
men, has never marrled. Mr. Burroughs
wns not cven a woman hater, nelther has
any one ever surmlsed that a romance caused
his bachelorhood,

The only literary bachelor who Is acknowl-
edged to be a hater of women {5 the Epglish
poet, Algernon  Charles Swinburpe.  His
sentiment appears to be based upon the fear
thut & woman of little culture woull be
dull beyvond description as a life partner, and
the ronviction that the elevor, well Informed
womun s the legst attrnctive of her sex.

Only one poted Protestant divine has been
a hachelor, He wis Philllp Brooks, who
finished life as o bishop of the Eplscopal
church, and seemingly  possessed  every
quality desirable In o model husband. The
cause of hig remalning single appears never
to have been understood, even by those who
wore closest to him. He did not avold the
fair, nor has any one been able to recall o
romnnce in his Nie. 1n his student days and
in Wis earcer as a clergyman he had many
friendships with women, while his passion-
ate fondness for ehildren was remarked
often. His letters to some of his juvenile
friends, published a few years ago In one of
the magazines, were models In their way,

The bachelorhood of Bir Isane Newton was
a puzzle 1o some of his contemporaries, but
others knew he remnined single solely on
account of hig  mother. He thought the
world of her, and her affection for him waos
unbounded: but ber maternal love wos
marred by Jealousy, and whenever her son
thought on marriage or evincod a passing
Intepest even In a pretty face she went and
wrung her hands, and managed someliow 10
cheek true love's course. He finally told
her he would give up all notlon of marriage

as long as she lived, After her death he
found bimael? too deeply absorbest In his
sclentific work and too mature to think of

| matrimony.

Before that time the governor of
Pennsylvanla, or his llt’[llll}‘,‘ wag the chlef
executive of Delgware, but after the Dec-
laration of Indepcndence Delawiare made
haste 1o gever the tie that bound her (o
Pennsylvania, and lo sign of the sepuration

President MeKioly was a Scolch-Irishman
by birth and n Presbylerian. He settled in
Wilmington about 1742, when he had Just
come of age, and gome time afler set up aw
4 “practitiener of phygic.”” He was subse-
quently one of the founders of the Delawars
Madleal soclety, While Delaware was still
in part subject to Pennsylvanis, the governor
of the latter state appointed Dr. McKinly
to be sheriff of Newcastle county, He was
also for fAfteen yveiars chief burgess of Wil-
mington. His dwelling ut the corner of
Third and French streeis was cne of the
hundsomest io the lttle borough,

President MeKioly's term of office was cut
short by such a mishap as has not befallen
any other American presidest. Aboul mld-

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| night on September 11, 1777, the day of tha
bhattle of the Brandywine, he wis selzed In
his bl by a detnchmoent of British troops
and hurried aboard ship along with his of-
ficlal papers and much  valuable private
property.

Immediately upon the selzure of President
MeKinly, Thomas MceKean, speaker of the
assembly, became acting president, Georga
Read, president of the ecouncil and wvica
president of Delaware, ought to have sue-
ceeded to the presidency, but at the time of
President MeKinly's capture Vice President
Read was sitting In congress at Philadelphis
and there were go many Dritish aoldiers be-
tween him and the chalr of the presldent
that for o month he did not attemptl to reach
the seat of honor. At the end of the month
he did become president of Delaware.

There were nine successlve presidents of
Delaware, but near the close of the elght-
eenth century the title was dropped snd
tho chief executive began to be called gov=
ernor, The first to bear that (itle was Gun-
ning Bedford. He and President MeKinly
bhoth e buried In the graveyard of the First
I'regbyterian church at Wilmiogton, Pres)-
dent MeKinly dled in 1786, the year in
whith Gunnipg Bedford hecame governor,
